Wife of Indiana Farmer Says Six 
Weeks of Nervous Troubles Have 
Been Like Burial Alive. 8 


Mrs. Kate Jay of Rushville, Id., hanged 
herself yesterday in her room at the Presby- 
terlan hospital, where she had been under 
treatment for nervous troubles since Sept. 10. 

Mies Alice B Robertson. the woman's pri- 
vate nurse, found the patient hanging from 
the sill of the transom over the door to her 
room. The woman had formed a noose out of 
the belt rope of her bathrobe. 

An unaddressed and unsigned note lying on 
the bed in the room rea d: 

“Tell them I had beart failure. I never 
want any one but Will at home to know what 
happened. V sla will never know if he never 
tells. I could bear up no longer. It has been 
six weeks of being buried alive.” . 

She died without recovering consc'ousnegs. 
The woman's husband, a wealthy farmer 
near Rushville, was notified to attend the in- 
quest at the hasp:tel today. 

The body of James F. Maloney was found 
in a gas filled room in his home at 520 South 
Sangamon street. Maloney, who has been 
missing since Monday. is believed to have 
sakes his life on account of Uiness.

MUST HAVE TUBES, 
ARNOLD INSISTS 


Unified Operation WIII Be 
swamped Within Few Years 
Without Subways, He Says. 


RECOMMENDS TWO ROUTES 


Wants North and South Bore from 
North Avenue to 22nd: Loop- 
back for West Side. 


TOTAL COST PUT AT $16,000,000 


Bion J. Arnold yesterday told the ecounct! 
committee on local transportation that Chi- 
cage must have subways for its surface cars. 
Unless thia relief from congestion is given, 
he said, the street car system, even with the 
added efficiency of unified service, will be 
swamped within a few years. ; 

The basic point of his conclusion was the 
fact that cars passing through the down- 
town district are now held te an average 
speed of five miles an hour. 

This low schedule speed is caused by sur- 
face traffic congestio „ vehicular, and 
pedestrian—and conditions are steadily be- 
coming worse,” he said. “This average 
schedule speed should be increased to equal 
or exceed the present average speed in outly - 
ing districts or free running territory, end the 
oniy metiod of securing thie increased speed, 
as well as Increased capacity, is by the con- 
struction and operation of subways through 
the congested district.” 


Recommends Two Initial Routes, 


to the construction of two initial subway 
routes for the surface lines. The north end 
south route, he said, should be under Cia: k 
street from North avenue te Twenty-second 
treet. For the east and west bo..s he gut- 
loop back in the dewntewn eeo- 
entering it by way of the Washington 
eet tunnel, proceeding east to Michigan 
avenue. and leaving the loop by the Ven 
Buren street tunnel, and vice versa, * 
He estimated the first of these routes te cost 
$9,400,000 and the second $4,000,000, a total 
of 514,500,000. This figure is weil within the 
amount held available under the subway 
previs.ons of the traction ordinances, The 
city now has $11,000,000 in its subway fund. 
it will receive another $2,000,000 neat April, 
and it ean compel the companies te contrib- 
ute $5,000,000, making the total $18,000,000. 


Suggests Subway Streets. 

In addition to this relief ior the central 
section Mr. Arnold urged that subway ex- 
tensions should be built soon under Halated 
street and Milwaukee avenue; and he advo- 
cated a new plan for overcoming traffic ob- 
stacles in the section outside the loop, This 
was a method of opening by means of 
subways streets now completely closed to 
-raffic. For this purpose he proposed bores 
independent of the downtown tubes under 
two stretches of Robey street, between Ful- 
lerton and Diversey and between Blue Island 
and Thirty-ürst, and a third stretch uncer 
Ashland avenue from Clybourn place to Cly- 
bourn avenue. 

The cost of these three tunnels he placed 
at 84.410 000 making a total of $18 90 000 for 
comparatively immediate expenditure, 

The report he submitted was the result of 
several months’ work by the board ef super- 
vising enginecrs at the request of the city 
eouncil upon motion of Ald. Henry D. Capi- 
tain. who contended that th’s plan of sub- 
way construction should be submitted to the 
voters for approval along with Mayor Harri 
son’s plan for a comprehensive, independ- 
ent system and the plan for bores for the 
slevated roads. 


Through Route Aid Insufficient. 

„ Thie board, through its engineering de- 
partment.“ ran the report, has made an 
exhaustive study of the present surface line 
trafie outbound from the central business 
district during the evening rush hour; also a 
study of the additional facilities that will 
result from a comprehensive through routing 
of cars under unified operation, and has ap- 
plied to the Increase in cars resulting from 
this through routing the estimated outbound 
travel for the future, and we find that this 
inereased capacity will all be absorbed with- 
in the next few years.” 

Mr. Arnold's estimate of the extent of the 
relief promised by subways for the surface 
lines was based on these figures:

Two Oar Trains Possible, 

He held that the mu'tiple unit contrel rys- 
tem has made it feasible to handle two car 
trains on the streets in outlying territory so 
that this basis could be adopted as a minimum 
fer subway operation, While tripper cars 
aud be added to the trains as they enter 
the beres and uncoupled again at the exits, 
to be operated on the surface as single units. 

After discussing the necessity of laying 
out the initfal routes so they will not interfere 
with a “comprehensive, independent gys- 
tem, if it is determined to build one later and 
so they can be made parts of such a system 
if that is desired, he said the iccation of 
possible future subways had been considered 
in connection with Indiana avenue, State, 
Dearborn, Clark, La Salle, Washington, and 


He held that Clark street offered the best 
opportunity for the initial route, because it 
would accommodate more satisfaetorily than 


lines at each terminal, that it would aecom-

WILSON ASKS FOR DELAY.

Washington, P. C., Oct. 29.—[Special.)— 
These were the principal developments here 
teday in the Mexico situation: 

The administration has been informed 
that the diplomatic corps in Mexico City 
is unanimous in the opinion that only in- 
tervcntion by the United States can save 
Mexico and that such drastic action is 
inevitable. Europeans express dissatis- 
faction with existing conditions and the 
attitude of the United States. 

An announcement made in Mexico City 
was interpreted te mcan that Gen. Blan- 
quet will be declared vice president and 
will succeed Huerta, the latter reverting 
to his old post as head of the army and 
thus becoming <ligible for election to the 
presidency. 

President Wilson’s note to the powers 
announcing his new policy in Mexico prob- 
ably will be delayed until Huerta has de- 
clared the result of the elc ctions. u 

It was admitted that the three powers 
responding te the request of the United 
States to withheld action until the presi- 
dent’s policy is announccd have given ne 
indieation of their intention te join the 
United States in antagonism to Huerta or 
in repudiation of the eleetion results. 

Rear Admirai Fletcher was instructed 
to put Gen. Felix Dias and his compan- 
ions on the first steamcr leaving Vera 
@rus for Cube er the United States, as 
they may prefer. 


Expressions Given Frankly, 

The seriousness of the American position in 
regard to Mexico was elearly indicated today 
when it became known bow frankly repre- 
sentatives of European governments in Mex- 
ico have expressed themselves. 

President Wilson has for some time knows 
that it is the consensus of opinion among 
the diplomatic corps of Mexico City, the 
American chargé only excepted, thet armed 
intervention by the United States is not only 
inevitable, but that it Is the only means by 
which the situation can be remedied. 

Just how dissatisfied are the European and 
other governments with the course of the 
United States is known te President Wilses 
as a result of the exchanges which have 
taken place in Mexico City. 

It was admitted at the state department to- 
gay that the request of President Wilson to 
all governments interested in Mexico to defer 
action in Mexico until they had heard trom 
him was for the purpose of heading off antici. 
pated action by them. > 


Wilson Has New Plan. 

In the light of information gained toda 
about what has been going on in the diplo- 
matic corps in Menice City, it ie believed 
thet the frank expressions conveyed to Mr, 
O'Shaughnessy were largely :esponsibie for 
the president's request for delay, It ig be- 
neved further that President Wilson will

Rear Admiral Fletcher explained that wl. ile 
he was willing to place his flagship at the dis- 
posal of Gen. Diaz as an asylum, he did not 
intend to expose himself to the eritic!sm of 
mak'ng it a place of possible plotting. He 
asserted his confidence Gen. Diaz would not 
attempt to abuse hospitality by meeting 
friends there and from a safe vantage point 
indulge in intriguing or conspiracy, but he 
was resolved to take no chances. 

The disposition of Diaz and his companions 
has not been determined, but it appears prob- 
able that they will eventually be set ashore 
frem one of the battleships, prebebly the 
Louisiana, when it sails from Mexican wa- 
tere the firat week in November.

EATON CASE GOES TO JURY: 
FOUR VERDICTS POSSIBLE. 
Prosecuting Attorney Says Widow 


Charged with Rear Admizal’s Murder 
Is More Dangerous than Rattlesnake. 


Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 20.—The case of 
Jennie May Eaton. charged with the mur- 
der of her husband, Rear Admiral Joseph G. 
Eaton, was givep to the jury shortly after 
6 o'clock tonight. 

William A. Morse, counsel for Mrs. Eaton, 
spoke for four hours in the final argument 
today. He drew a picture of the defendant 
as a loving, self-eacrificing wife. Ste was 
a martyr.“ and her only fault was that she 
“loved too much,“ her attorney declared. 
while he portrayed the rear admiral as a 
man of double personality, one in whom 
eorruption was concealed under the mask of 
@ gentlemanly bearing. 

Distriet Attorney Albert F. Barker, after 
eutiining the evidence against the accused, 
asked that if the jury believed the defendant 
was irresponsibie, she be found " not guilty 
by reason of insanity.” 

She is more dangerous than a rattiesnake 
and there is no telling whom sne may bite 
next if she is allowed her freedom,” he 
acd ed. 

In his charge to the jury Judge Aiken said 
there were four verdicts possibile: Not guilty, 
not guilty by reason of insanity; guilty of 
murder in the first degree; guilty of murder 
in the second degree.

She ig the wife of Frank A. Nickey, general 
manager of Takito, Ogawa & Co., 156 West 
Lake street, dealers in Japanese goods, At 
the time of her disappearang@ahe wore jew- 
elry valued at $1,500, acc to the report 
made to the police, 

Leaves Home of Mother, 

Mrs. Nickey went to the home of her 
mother, Mrs. M. G. Macdonald, at 2828 Madi- 
son street, on Tuesday. She left shortly after 
8 o'clock, telling her mother she was going 
direetiy home She was seen early that even- 
ing by a pedestrian at Madison street and 
Francisco avenue, apparently waiting for a 
ear. 

When his wife failed to return home Nickey 
made a search of his own and did not ask the 
assistance of the police until yesterday. Capt 
Thomas Coughlin detailed several detectives 
to search for the woman, and a description 
was sent to the stations througheut Chicago. 

Mra Nickey, according te friends, was 
alone at thematinée in the Iroquois theater, 
and was rescued, alihough partly suffocated. 
She was sick for several weeks, and since 
then has been suffering from nervousness 
and fainting spells. 

First Time She Has Left Home. 

We have been married for eleven years, 
and this is the frst time my wife has left 
her home and failed to return.“ the husband 


Capt. Coughlin said he would have the 
jagoon in Garfield park dragged if Mrs. 
Nickey is not found. She disappeared in the 
vicinity of the park. 

Nickey is 28 years old, 5 feet 3 inches 
tall, weighs about 130 pounds, is of medium 
build, Laht complexion, has blonde hair, blue 
eyes, and @ prominent nose and chin. She 
wore a blue dress with white dots, a brown 
sweater coat, a black velvet hat with plumes, 
a long black velvet coat, black shoes, and 
black silk stockings. 

She had three diamond rings, diamond 
earrings. and a gold watch and chain when 
she disappea red.

FIGHT BECOMES NATIONAL 


The campaign against medical quacks and 
chariatans yesterday began te assume the 
proportions of a national movement. 

Begun en Monday by Tue TRIBUNE as a 
aimple protest against intolerable conditions 
in Chicago, the movement has by its own 
impetua swept over local boundary lines and 
made itself felt throughout the United States. 

Two Significant Developments. 

Two developments during the day were of 

great significance They are: 


of the members of the 
Chicago branch of the American Associa- 
tion of Foreign Language Newspaper Pub- 
lishers not only to throw out all fake med- 
ical advertisements of the kind now being 
exposed by THE TRIBUNE, but to invite 
the New York branch of the association to 
do the same. This movement affects 600 
newspapers~——practically all of the influea 
tial foreign newspapers in the United States. 
Announcement by Gen. James E. Stuart, 
postoffice inspector of the Chicago district, 
that he was preparinga repor’ to the post- 
office department at Washington recom 
mending the launching of a campaign 
against quacks by the federal government. 
There is declared to be no question if thege 
two projects are carried forward vigorously 
medica] charlatanry will be given a terrible 
blow in this country, As a result of it hun- 
dreds of fakers will be compelied.to earn an 
honest living and thousands of poor and ig- 
norant people will be freed from their pres 
ent constant danger of exploitation. 


Foreign Press Quacks’ Best Medium. 
It is by the use of the foreign press that the 


“men’s specialist’ shark reaches most of 
his victims. Newly arrived immigrants un- 
able to read or speak our language depend 
upon journals published by their fellow coun- 
trymen. 

For information about the strange new 
world around them, they read these papers 
with a eredulity that the hardheaded and 
skeptical American has diMculty in under- 
standing. In most instances they are not 
conscious of the fact that the faker’s ed- 
vertisement is an advertisementatall. They 
believe it to be an announcement made by 
the newspaper itself for the benefit of its 
readers. Fake advertisements in foreign 
newspapers, consequently, have a drawing 
power which the same ads printed ip 
American newspapers do not possess. 


Gen. Stuart’s Intention. 

In discussing the report he proposes to send 
to Washington, Gen. Stuart said he will 
recommend a campaign against quacks in 
every eity of the country. Asa precedent for 
this the report will point out the postoffice 
department's erusade against abortionists 
and race suicide specialists last spring. 
In that crusade more than 300 ** doctors,” 
druggists, and midwives were arrested simul- 
taneously all over the country in one day. 

Gen. Stuart said he will send copies of Taw 
Tripune'’s exposé of the quacks along with 
the report.

Difficult to Get Evidence. 

We have been watching these quacks for 
a long time, but it is difficult to get evidence 
against them. One of our worst difficulties is 
to get persons to complain. In order to geta 
case there must be complaints filed. The 
victims of these fakers are loath to come for- 
ward in such a case. They shrink from the 
publicity and they don't like to admit they 
have been * suckers.’ 

Thie quack doctor business is really the 
most infamous kind of a swindle, because 
it is not only a financial fraud, but the vic- 
tims frequently are left physical wrecks from 
the dope ’ administered to them as curealls 
for real or fancied ills. I am going ahead 
with an investigation of the mall order side 
of the businese and the results will be re- 
ported to the department at Washington.”’ 


| urburgh Wants Legislation. 
: development of local significance during 
the day was a statement issued by Senator 
Charles F. Hurburgh at Galesburg in which 
he suggested that if a special session of the 
legislature should be called by the governor, 
puld be included in the call a recom- 
tion for legislation forbidding the pub- 
Mshing of advertisements offering to cure 
venereal diseases. 

A bill for such a law was offered to the 
legislature at its last session, but chiefly 
through the activity of Representative Lee 
O’Neil Browne it was sidetracked in the 
house after having been passed by the gen- 
ate. 

Senator Hurburgh said that if a special ses- 
gion is not held at which the matter can be 
taken up he will prepare a new bill and offer 
it at the next regular session. 

Quacks’ Injured Innocence. 

Chicago quacks who have been exposed by 

Tue Trisune have, when interviewed sub- 


' sequently, put on an air of injured Imnocence 


and demanded: | 

“Why do you single me out for this at- 
tack? I never pulled any rough stuff like 
Zins.” 

The complaint typifies the attitude of the 
rest of Chicago’s medical charlatans toward 
this particular offender. It is a fact that 
Zins is looked upon by his fellows in the 
ignoble profession of “ skinning ” the sick 
aod the simple as its horrible example.” 
Whenever these fellows are cornered or 
- whenever, as, it is said, occasionally hap- 
pens, they feel a pang of conscience, they 
whine: “‘ Well, bad as I am, I am not as bad 
es Zins.“ 

Zins Has Political Backing. 

Dr. Louis E. Zins—his real name is Zins- 
heimer—operates from offices at 188 North 
Clark street. eH advertises more extensive- 
ly perhaps than any of the other quacks 
m the city. He uses two of Chicago's down- 
town dailies and every one of the foreign 
newspapers he can induce to take his copy. 
He is bold and aggressive. He has powerful 
political backing, employs a firm of lawyers 
who are not in the habit of working for noth- 
ing, and, up to the present, has been able to 
„ make a front in decent society. 

The fact is that Zins is not the most dan- 
gerous of the quacks of Chicago. He does 
as much harm as could, in reason, be ex- 
pected of any one individual, but he does not 
possess the facilities for evil of some of his 
confederates. His fellow quacks, however, 
are correct in their unanimous selection of 
him asa leader. He is biustering, headlong, 
and daring. He isn't as cunning as Fiint, 
but he isa much better bluffer. 


Zins the Most Interesting. 

Tun TrRisune has gone to considerable 
trouble in investigating Zins, largely because 
he is the most interesting character of the 
lot. It has found things in his career which 
make it appear remarkable that he has for 
go long a time, even with his expeft legal 
counsel, kept out of the clutches of the po- 
lice. 

On June 2, 1911, a coal miner living in an 
Illinois town called on the Legal Aid so- 
clety and asked its assistance in helping 


him to recover §60 which, he said, had been 


stolen from him by Zins. 

The miner's story was to the effect that on 
the day before, having read Zins’ ad ins 
newspaper, he came to Chicago and paid a 
visit to the faker’s office. He was there about 
half an hour. When the consultation was 
over he asked Zins how much money he 
wanted and Zins said his charge would be the 
modest sum of $60. 

Miner Had Just $60, Too. 

The miner, by a curious coincidence which 

need not necessarily give rise to the inference 


that his pockets were investigated while he

No sooner had he done so than he repented of 


the act.

The Legal Aid society sent a representative 

to see the doctor. In his account of this in-

found Zins a sharp business man who m- 

gisted on sticking to his bargain.” Zins in- 

formed the agent he always charged what 

He agreed, however, to re- 

fund $10 and to continue to treat the miner. 


‘The latter had had enough of Zins’ medical 


gervices, however, and he insisted that his 
money should be returned to him. 


Zins Declines to Pay; Sued. 

Further demand therefore was made upon 
Zins. He called at the Legal Aid society's 
offices and was informed that the miner was 
willing to settle for $34. Zins refused to pay 
the money. Suit against Zins was then in- 
stituted. Zins retained Julius Reynolds 
Kline. The action was begun on Dec. 11. On 
Jan. 9, 1912, Zins, through his lawyer. asked 
for the dismissal of the suit and the motion 
was denied. Dilatory tactics were then em- 
ployed. Finally, on Sept. 16, the case was 


called before Judge Walker. On Sept. 28 the 


jury falled to agree and the case was put at 
the foot of Judge Walker’s call. 

On Sept. 18 the case was called and post- 
poned to Sept. 30, before Judge Sabath. On 
that day Lawyer Kline telephoned the Legal 
Aid society's lawyer to know if the miner 
would not make a reasonable offer of settle- 

mont. 

The attorne~ for the society replied the 
offer should come from Mr. Kline. The lat-

Calle Zins Chariatan. 

The Legal Aid society then instituted an in- 
quiry into Zins through the Chicago Medical 
society. Dr. Suker, the secretary, reported 
that Zins was a chariatan of no standing in 
the medical profession. The Legal Aid so- 
ciety then opened a long correspondence 
with Zins. It was never able to effect à set- 
tlement. In her final report on the case the 
superintendent of the society says rather 
pathetically: 

Dr. Zins is a man with whom nothing can 
be done in the way of compromise, and, as 
you know, the process of obtaining justice 
through the courts is sometimes rather slow.“ 

On Aug. 28, 1918, complaint was made to 
the Legal Aid society by a young Pole re- 
siding on the west side. The complainant 
said that while suffering from venereal dis- 
ease early in the spring he had gone to Zins 
for treatment. During that visit Zins re- 
lieved him of $7 and promised to cure him 
for #47. Between March 15 and July 20 the 
young man visited Zins four times, giving 
him $40 in two payments. 


Demands More for Sure Cure. 
Then, said the young man, Zins demanded 
$47 more for a sure cure. This opened the 
victims eres and he appealed to the Legal 
Aid society for help. He was still suffering 


from the venereal disease. 

The society first advised its visitor to see 
a real doctor and then opened negotiations 
with Zins. The quack informed the society 
that he would pay back nothing. 

The society then appealed to the state board 
of health. To this appeal Amos Sawyer, act- 
ing secretary, replied, giving the following 
delpful hint: 

“ Replying to your communication, I will 
say this board has a licentiate who was li-

Accused of Slendering Woman.

1908, a woman, whose name it 
is not necessary to mention, instituted suit 
against Zins for slander. She charged that 
he had gone to Zins’ office on July 8 with her 
husband. There she was “ examined” by 
Zine. At the end of the examination Zins, ac- 
cording to the plaintiff, turned to the hus- 
band and advised him to keep away from his

HURBURGH TAEZS UP FIGHT. 

Galesburg, III., Oct. 29.—[Speciai. ]}—Senator 
Charles F. Hurburgh, author of senate bill 
No. 481, making it a misdemeanor for any 
publication, including newspapers, to publish 
advertisements for cure of lost manhood, 
stricture, varicocele, hydrocele, diseases of 
the genito-urinary organa, or any venereal 
disease, or permanent cure for cancer or con- 
sumption, said this afternoon that if a spe- 
cial session of the legislature were called and 
the call admitted it, or if he should be re- 
elected to the senate he would reintroduce 
his bill which was killed in the house after 
almost unanimous passage in the senate. 

“I regard this class of advertisements as 
a menace to the morals of the people of 
Illinois, and as one of the most insidious 
evils that find their way into our 
homes, sald the senator. “When 1 
introduced this bill in the senate on April 
23 last I found that among its warm 
supporters were THs CHICAGO TRIBUNE and 


the clergymen of the state. There was lit- 
tle opposition to the bill in the senate. It 
was sent to the judiciary committee and re- 
ported back with an amendment on April 30, 
and its passage recommended. 

“On May 1 it was ordered to second read- 
ing and to third, and my recollection is that 
it passed the senate on that day. 


Attack Begun on the Bill. 


Before this, however, there had appeared 
a circular assailing this bill and the libel bill! 
introduced by Lee O'Neil Brown. The point 
made against my bill in this letter, which 
was signed by officials of the Illinois Pub- 
lishers’ association on behalf of the Illinois 
press, was that it would reduce materially 
the revenue of newspapers and other pub- | 
lications. This argument had no force in the 
senate, although I was shown the letter then | 
and a number of questions were asked me. 

“When the bill reached the house it was | 
referred to the judiciary committee, and it | 
was then that opposition became manifest. | 
I understand that organized warfare against | 
it was undertaken and that members of the 
house at their homes were importuned by 
their newspaper friends to kill the bill. 

“I recall seeing some of the letters that 
were sent to some of the members making 
this request. 


Urges Passage of the Bill. 

“I went before the Judiciary committee os 
the house and explained the measure, uiging | 
ite passage, and the bill was reported out | 
with a recommendation that it pass. 
Then members of the house in large num- 
bers came to me and wanted to know what 


the bill meant. Publishers, they said, were 


declaring that the bill was unfrie 

. ndly to 
“ So far as I recall there were no delega- 
tions of newspaper men in Springfield lobby- 


ing against the bill, but the letter referred 
te end representai/ons at home dd the bus 


ness. In plain English, I think the bill was 
allowed to die in the house because of news- 
paper opposition to it. 

I presume that doctors and others affect- 
ed by the bill were in the background of the 
opposition, although that did not appear pub- 
licly in the legislature during the considera- 
tion of the bill so far as I know. 

“The senate amendments to the bill be- 
fore it passed that body were not vital and 
left the purpose unimpaired. I recall talk- 
ing with the superintendent of one of our in- 
sane asylums and he told me that he believed 
the tneanity of 20 per cent of patients could 
be traced to depression following the failure 
of trials of these advertised ‘ permanent 
eures.“ 

“It was well toward the close of the ses. 
sion when the bill was reported owt in the 
house and by that time opposition had done 
its work. 

“I wish to say again that I feel publishers 
killed this bill and that if I go back I will 
use all my efforts to bring it up again and 
put it through.”

The editors and publishers who took the 
action are members of the American Associa- 
tion of Foreign Language Newspaper Pub- 
lishers. The main office of the association 
in New York will be notified and similar 
action, it was predicted, will be taken shortly | 
by foreign publishers in New York andevery 
other city—600 newspapers in all. 


Support Anti-Quack Campaign. 
Following is the resolution: 

Resolved, By the Chicago Foreign 
Lauguage Newspaper Publishers, that the 
present crusade of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
against the quack doctors who have been 
preying upon the weak and unfortunate 
of the community for so long a time un- 
molested, is entitled to the support and co- 
operation of all reputable journals. 

The speakers declared that, while they 
suffered a money loss from throwing out the 
ads of quacks and charlatans, yet they made 
up for it in prestige, and in the knowledge 
that they were getting out a clean paper. 

A. V. Eilert, advertising manager of the 
Staats-Zeitung, after praising THE TRIBUNE, |

We have not carried these medical ads 
for a long time, said Peter 8. Lambros, pub- 
lisher of the Greek Star. We chopped up 
all the electro plates and returned about 
$1,500 to these fakers, and I feel better for 
it. 

“These ads were injuring the readers of 
the Greek Star. One of our readers went to | 
see a Chinese doctor who advertised in the 
Star, and was given simply Chinese tca for 
treatment. This doctor charged my fellow 
countryman $300, and when he kicked at the 
price declared the high cost was due to the 
necesgity to import the medicine from 
China. 

“Of course we lost, at first, by throwing 
out these ads, but recently one of my staff 
went to St. Louis to get a big ad. The ad- 
vertising manager asked what kind of a 
paper we were running, and on learning we 
had no fake ads gave us his business with- 
out further questioning. We have now a 
paper t’.at my wife can read with pleasure, 
for our advertising columns are as clean as 
the news columns. And this should be the 
case with every paper.”

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RAID “MOTHER DOANE’S” FLAT 
AFTER LONG NIGHT SIEGE. 
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Sleuths, Locked Out by Nice Old Lady ” 
Resort to Ruse to Get In—Arrest Two 
Ccuples. 


Eight detectives stood out in the cold for 
three hours last night as the result of a 
trick played on them by Mrs. Mary Doane. 

Mrs. Doane, who used to be known as 
“such a nice old lady and is now known 
as Mother Doane, runs a flat at 210 East 
Ohio street, just around the corner from the 
former residence of Mayor Harrison. 

At 10:30 Detectives James Carney and P. 
J. Murphy called Mrs. Doane to the door. 
She looked at them and recognized them as 
policemen. She quickly stepped out of the 
house and slammed the door shut back of 
her. It locked. 

Mother Doane was taken to the West 
Chicago avenue police station while the de- 
tectives lay siege to the flat. During the 
evening the sleuths had seen several closed 
automobiles stop at the Gat and leave muf- 
fled occupants. 

Just before 1 o'clock one detective whis- 
pered through a window he was a messenger 
from Mrs. Doane. When the door was opened 
to admit him the entire raiding party walked 
in. 

They found two men in full dress, who re- 
fused to give their names. One said he was 
a New York stock broker. The other ob- 
jected to arrest, contending he carried a pass- 
port signed by the king of England. He 
warned the detectives his arrest would pre- 
cipitate international difficulties. But that 
was bunk to the sleuths. 

The two women gave the names of Mildred 
Snyder and Grace Mulolt. Both were lav- 
ishly gowned. They said they lived at 880 
Cass street. The entire party was taken to 
the police station. 

A search of the lavishly furnished estab- 
lishment resulted in the finding of twenty 
cases of wine and beer in the basement. The 
liquor was confiscated and detectives left to 
guard the house for the balance of the night. 
Several months ago by order of Mayor Har- 
rison policemen were stationed in front of 
the house and Mrs. Doane went to the courts 
for an injunction to prohibit the surveillance, 
The case was decided against her.

PUT UNDER TRUST 


Will of Late St. Louis Brewer 
Names Three Trustees to 
Hold Property. 


CHARITIES GET $170,000. 


Five Daughters Given $100,000 
Each and Income from Ap- 
portionate Shares. 


. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 29.—The will of Adol- 
phus Busch, filed here late this afternoon, 
makes charitable bequests aggregating $170,- 
000 to a number of St. Louis institutions and 
places the bulk of the estate in trust, naming 
Mrs. Lilly Busch, Charles Nagel, and August 
A. Busch as trustees. 

The estimated value of the estate is be- 
tween $40,000,000 and $50,000,000. 

In addition to the charitable bequests set 
forth in the will Mr. Busch left a private 
memoranda requesting members of his fam- 
ily to make certain other donations, most of 
which are private in their nature. 

The attorneys, however, made public the 
names of eight St. Louis institutions which 
are to receive, under this memorandum, a 
total of $40,000, making the total bequests 
for charitable purposes $210,000. 


Provisions of the Trust. 

The trust created by the will is of a com- 
plex nature. It is to be disposed of as fol- 
lows: 

One-eighth to the widow, Mrs. Lilly Busch. 

Seven-eighths to be divided into seven equal 
ghares. These shares are to be apportioned 
as follows: 

Two shares to August A. Busch, the son, 
and for several years active head of the 
Busch interests. 

One share to be retained by the trustees 
for each of the daughters—Mrs. Nellie Loeb 
‘of Chicago; Mrs. Edmee Reisinger of New 
York; Mrs. Anna Louise Faust of St. Louis; 
Mrs. Clara von Gontard of Berlin, and Mrs. 
Welhimine Scherer, wife of Lieut. Eduard 
Scharer of the German army. 

The will provides that all household prop- 
erty and effects shall go to Mrs. Lilly Busch, 
aleo the estate in Germany of 1,200 acres. 
Moreover, until the estate finally is settled 
Mrs. Busch is to take whatever she deems 
proper for the maintenance of herself and 
family, not exceeding $50,000 a year.

combated the theory of blood getting, but 


admitted that the experts had little on which 
to base their theories because of the incompe- 
tent manner in which the two postmortem 
examinations had been made and the incom- 
plete reports submitted relative to these. 


Saye Boy Lost Much Blood. 

Dr. Tutanoff of Kieff university testified 
that at least two-thirds of the boy’s blood 
had been drawn off. 

There were several lively tilts between Dr. 
Pa vlog and M. Zamislovsky, counsel for the 
Black Hundred. The latter intimated on 
one occasion that the court surgeon had been 
superannuated, but was crushed by the reply 
that the court surgeon now performs 400 
operations annually. 

Answering the twenty-three questions 
given to them yesterday by the president of 
the court, the experts were divided on all 
points except as to the number of assassins 
engaged in the crime, which they fixed at not 
less than two, and the theory that the mur- 
derers had no knowledge of anatomy. 


Holds Boy Was Tortured. 

Prof. Kosorotoff, who supported the blood 
getting and torture theory, was of opinion 
that all the wounds except the stab through 
the heart were inflicted before death super- 
vened. He had no reason to believe, he said. 
that Yushinsky had lost consciousness dur- 
ing the fifteen minutes which probably 
elapsed between the infliction of the first 
wound and the completion of the crime. 

He must have suffered agonies and lost 
more than half of his blood, Korosotoff de- 
clared. He added that the wounds did not 
correspond with the blunt condition of the 
four awls found at the brick works where 
Beilis was employed. 

The murder, Prof. Kosorotoff testified, 
was not committeed in a house or the cave 
where the body was found, but at a place 
where there was clay, with which the clothes 
were covered. 


Tend to Exonerate Beilis. 

There was a sensation in court when it was 
announced that the clay near Vera Tcheber- 
iak’s house had not been compared with that 
on the clothes. 

Prof. Kosorotoff concluded with the state- 
ment that the hairs found on the dead boy’s 


clothes came from a long, curly beard, and 


could not belong to Beilis, whose beard was 
short, stiff, and straight. 

During his testimony Dr. Pavioff sald the 
character of the wounds was altogether op- 
posed to the blood getting and torture the- 
ory.

INMATE OF KANKAKEE SLAIN 


Gustave Lindeskay of Chicago 
Killed by Another Patient. 


'FLAME OF ANGER- SUDDEN. 


Two Guards Who Are Near Unable to 
Stop Fight‘in Time. 


Kankakee, III., Oct. 29.—[Special.]—Gus- 
tave B. Lindeskay of Chicago, an inmate at 
the Kankakee state hospital, was kicked to 
death this morning by Peter Lichter, another 
Chicago patient, who was in an irritable 
mood following an attack of epilepsy. 

After breakfasting, the two men, in com- 
pany with other patients, were allowed to 
smoke in the basement. ö 

Come on, let's go upstairs,” said Lin- 
deskay to Lichter, and tapped him slightly 
over the head. The blow either naturally 
angered Lichter or else his condition was 
such that it required no provocation. 


Attack Made Without Warning. 

Without warning, as Lindeskay leaned 
over to tap out the contents of his pipe, 
Lichter grappled him at the neck. hit him a 
blow under the chin, and then jumped him 
in the abdomen as he fell. He then jumped 
on his victim with both feet. 

Two attendants stood within a few feet of 
the pair, but the act was done so quickly that 
neither attendant could separate the mer 
quickly enough. Lindeskay died a half hour 
later. 

An autopsy was performed under orders 
of A. L. Bowen of the state board of charities 
and developed the fact that the intestines 
had been ruptured. : 


Patient Since Last February. 

Lindeskay was admitted to the state hos- 
pital last February. He was a printer by 
trade and in his delusions said a Chicago 
editor tormented him at nights with wire- 
less dispatches. 

Lichter was admitted in 1891. He believes 
he has killed Saint Joseph in heaven, whom 
he has repeatedly told to watch out for or 
he would gethurt. Both Lichter and Lindes- 
kay have been quarrelsome patients and hos- 
pital authorities and A. L. Bowen attach no 
blame to attendants.

His Construction Recommendations. 

The recommendations as to construction 
follow: 

Wi. recommend that the Clark street sub- 
way be a double track structure, with the 
South portal in the vicinity of Twenty-sec- 
ond street, to extend northward under the 
Chicago river, thence to Lincoln park, with 
the north portal and station in the vicinity 
of North avenue, and that three stations be 
located in the loop district, one at Harrison 
street, one at Jackson boulevard, and one at 
Washington street, and that one station be 
located north of the river in the vicinity of 
Indiana street. In order to realize the great- 
est possible advantage from high speed serv- 
ice for the cars operating through the sub- 
way, it is recommended that no stations be 
locate. north or south of the points above 
designated. 

“ With this arrangement of stations and a 
clear run from Indiana street to North ave- 
nue on the north and from Harrison street 
to Twenty-second street on the south, and al- 
lowing a twenty-second station stop, it is es- 
timated that a schedule speed through the 
subway of nineteen miles an hour can be ob- 
tained, with an average saving in time of 
eleven minutes from the Washington street 
station to North avenue, and a saving of 
eight minutes in time from the Washington 
street station to Twenty-second street on the 
south, over the present average running time 
of the surface cars during ‘ rush hours.’ 


East and West Route, 
ast and west subways for surface car 
operation have been considered on a number 
of east and west streets, but as most of the 
west side lines reach approximately free 
running territory soon after leaving the loop, 
we recommend the initial east and west sub- 

way to be constructed as follows:

CHICAGO OPERA 
QUITS THE EAST 


Breaks All Financial Connec- 
tions with Philadelphia 
and New York. 


STOCK. 


All Outside Engagements Now 
Will Be in West; Expect 
Larger Profits. 


After this season the Chicago Grand Opera 
company will cut itself entirely free from 
eastern engagements and will make no fur- 
ther appearances in New York, Philadelphia, 
Washington, or Baltimore, as in previous 
years. It is the result of a definite breaking 
off of relations with eastern interests, in- 
dicated ds probable last year. This year 
there will be the usual Philadelphia season. 
but thereafter she only engagements outside 
of Chicago will be those ef a longer western 
tour. 

With thie announcement, made last night 
by one of the most active of the directors, 
came the further news that all the company 
stock hitherto held in the east has been pur- 
chased by Harold F. McCormick, placing not 
only control but full ownership among the 
Chicago stockholders. 


Expect Bigger Profits. 

As nearly as can be learned the artistic 
and temperamental differences have noth- 
ing to do with the decision, concerned purely 
with financial matters. Under the new ar- 
rangement the Chicago directors are confi- 
dent that not only will Chicago have its own 
company untrammeled by eastern influence, 
but profits will be considerably larger. 

“Under the old arrangement.“ explained 
the director, we were entirely dependent 
for our eastern season on the guarantee of 
one Philadelphian, E. T. Stotesbury, which 
was all that prevented a regular deficit. He 
now will make arrangements with the Boston 
company to make flying visits to Philadel- 
phia. 

“We always made money in the once-a- 
week appearances in New York, but we as 
regularly lost it in Washington and Balti- 
more. The eastern engagements did not pay. 


Plan Longer Western Tour, 

“On the other hand our western tour 
showed a book profit last year. This was 
wiped out by the too small reservation we 
made for depreciation in scenery and cos- 
tumes, but that will not happen again for we 
will manage our own tour instead of leasing 
it. We will have a longer western tour and 
we will make more money. 

“The local season will not be lengthened, 
for ten weeks is about all Chicago now can 
stand, but it will be our own company and 
we will be in a position to make ready 
changes as they appear advisa ble.“

Miners Overpower Guards; Build- 
ing Used as Postoffice Burned. 


MAY DRAW FEDERAL ACTION 


Postmaster Says Mails Were Rifled; 
Militiamen Reach District. 


Trinidad, Colo., Oct. 20.—Violence among 
the striking miners in the southern Colo- 
rado coal fields today shifted from Ludlow 
and its immediate vicinity to Aguilar, six 
miles north of the big Ludlow tent colony. 

Possible federal complications were pre- 
cipitated at the office of the Southwestern 
Fuel company, where last night and early 
this morning a battle waged between strik- 
ers and a handful of mine guards. 

After defeating the guards and recaptur- 
ing the mine office, in which the postoffice 
also is situated, the strikers are charged with 
having knocked over a stove and thereby 
setting fire to the building, which was de- 
stroyed, together with its, contents of United 
States mail, money orders, and money. 


Charges Strikers Rifled Mails. = 

Postmaster Arthur Samples late today | 
declared there was evidence that the mail 
had been rifled before the building was fired, | 
since envelopes, opened, were found nearby, 
half burned. The mine office also was de- 
stroyed with all its contents. 

The firemen who were at work in the tipple 
house were the first of the working miners 
to be fired upon. They tied down the mine 
siren and deserted the place. which was then 
being subjected to heavy fire. 


Strikers Attack Another Mine. 
After working their will with the South- 
western offices the miners went to the Em- 
pire mine of the same company and there 
began an attack. No resistance was offered. 

No one was injured in either camp. 

The strikers’ camp at Ludlow today was 
devoid of all show of rifies and revolvers,. 
which had been so prevalent for the last 
two days. Officers of the Colorado national 
guard, which today established its camp. 
on the outskirts of the city, say the riflesand | 
ammunition had not been surrendered to 
them.

| if President Wilson himself permits, for 
his political ease, an administrative prac- 
tice which is not in keeping with the 
spirit of our own constitution, much less 
with our declared ideals of human equality. 


THE WAR ON QUACKERY. 

The zeal with which the foreign lan- 
guage newspapers of the United States 
are taking up the war on quack doctors 
started by THe Triscne does them honor, 
While the suppression of corrupt prac 
tices, whether indulged in by gambiers, 
wire tappers, or quack physicians, is a 
matter for criminal prosecution the law 
alone is unfortunately often powerless. So 
long as the duping of men is easy the 
quack will find a way to circumvent the 
law. Education, publicity are the most 
effective weapons in the long run. 

The immigrant stands in greater need 
of enlightenment with regard to these 
medical pirates than the average Amer 
can of the same social stratum, becaure 
of certain traditions which he has brought 
with him from the old world. The peasant 
from the Slav countries, for instance, 
trusts a physician fully as much as he 
does a priest. There is nothing strange 
about it. In the country he comes from 
the doctor and the priest are on the same 
social and moral level. The doctor is a 
man of ideals as the priest is a man of 
piety. The ideals of the one and the piety 
of the other come to the same thing in 
their treatment of the people. The doctor 
is honest with his patient, as honest as 
if he had his patient’s soul in safekeeping. 
No such practices as those resorted to by 
the quack physicians here were ever heard 
of in the countries these aliens come from. 

When the immigrant reads in his week- 
ly family paper black on white that Dr. 
So and So “ guarantees a cure” he takes 
it as gospel truth. Frequently he does 
not even realize that the statement he 
reads is a paid advertisement. He thinks 
it is an announcement made by the journal 
itself purely for the benefit of mankind. 
The quacks know the credulity of the 
great bulk of immigrant laborers. And 
they turn it to good advantage. They 
flood the family papers of these men with 
advertisements even more extravagant in 
promises than those inserted in the Eng- 
lish press. As a consequence the victims 
drawn from among aliens, both in person 
and by mail, is of much greater propor- 
tions than the victims drawn from among 
the poor and ignorant native classes. 

However, the foreign papers cannot be 
severely blamed for accepting these ad- 
vertisements when they are so readily 
accepted by a portion of the American 
neweopapers. They have not always the 
resources thoroughly to investigate the 
claims of the advertisers which the Amert- 
ean newspapers have. Nor are the for- 
eign papers always financially able to 
spurn the revenue these advertisements 
bring in, Many of the foreign weeklies 
have no firm financial footing. The pub- 
Usher of the paper often is also the edi- 
torial staff, the business office, and tho 
office boy. They are frequently written 
and set up by candle light. 

In spite of these extenuating circum- 
stances the foreign press, as a duty to 
the public, announces its readiness to close 
its pages to quacks and impostors. What 
excuse can the stronger American news- 
papers offer for continuing to print the 
cesspoo] outpourings of the scum of the 
medical profession?

The girl, just 20 years of age, his engage- 
ment to whom was announced last week, is 
the only child of the colossally wealthy Frits 
von Friedlander-Fuld of Berlin, oil king of 
Germany, the Standard Oil company’s chief 
rival on the continent of Europe, and the 
most powerful of the captains ~* finance and 
industry in the dominions of the kaiser. 

It will be a source of regret to Emperor 
William, who entertains a sincere liking for 
Fritz von Friedlander-Fuld, that all the 
magnate’s fortune is destined, through this 
impending marriage, to pass eventually into 
English instead of German hands.

Fritz von Friedlander-Fuld’s career has 
been of the most extraordinary character. 
Norn and raised as a member of the Jewish 
feith, he had barely completed his educa- 
tion when his father, a respected coal mer- 
chant of Breslau, in upper Silesia, suddenly 
died, leaving his affairs in a terribly em- 
barrassed condition, with .liabilities greater 
than assets. 

Young Fritz yon Friedlander-Fuld took 
hold of the concern and succeeded in bor- 
rowing enough from his parents’ relatives to 
restart and reorganize the paternal business. 

Ere many months were passed he proposed 
tc the management of the coal mines belong- 
ing to Count Schaffgott, in Prussian and 


Austrian Silesia, to make a ten years’ con- 
tract with him by which he undertook to take 


the entire yield of the mines during that 


period at the then most favorable market 
price, 


When the management expressed doubt as 


to his ability to fulfill the contract and fears 


lest he should come to grief in the same way 


as his father, he undertook to pay cash for 
everything. 


This contract was the foundation of his big 


fortune. Within a year the market price of 
coal commenced to rise rapidly, reaching a 
figure nearly double that stipulated in the 
agreement.

At the same time new and rich 


Thanks to this combination of circum. 
stances, Von Friedlander-Fuld made a clear 
profit of 500,000 marks in the first twelve

A few years later he married a wealthy 
heiress, only child of one of the richest Jews 
of Amsterdam, and since then everything 
that he has touched seems to have turned to 
gold, especially his oil fields in Roumania.

Both he and his wife, and consequently also 


their daughter, Marie, have become converts 
to the Roman Catholic church. Frits von 


Friedlander-Fuld, by his munificent dona- 
tions to the church, has won the office of 


chamberlain to the pope in the way of recog- 
nition. 


He has been established in Berlin for about 


eighteen years, and the palace which he built 
on the so-called Pariser-Platz, alongside of 
the French embassy, surpasses in luxury 
and in splendor any private residence in the 
kaiser’s capital, while his stables are second 
only in their perfection to those of hig soy- 
ereign. 


The emperor is fond of him, and repeatedly 


summons him to the schloss at Berlin or to 
the Neues Palais at Potsdam, either to con- 
sult with him about industrial and financial 
questions or else merely to take part in those 
stag beer parties at which William, feeling 
himself surrounded by good 
friends, throws aside restraint and cere- 
mony.

TO USE PRIMARIES 


Mrs. Funk Tells Suffragists It 
Is Only Way to Express 
Themselves. 


TELLS OF PHILIPPINES. 


Bishop Fallows Says Island 
Women Soon Will Have 
Franchise. 


Primary elections appeared to cause a dis- 
turbance in the minds of the women of the 
Twenty-ninth precinct of the Sixth ward who 
met yesterday at the residence of Mrs. Her- 
man Landauer, 5326 East End atenue. They 
told Mrs. Antoinette Funk, the speaker, that 
numerous politicians and suffragists had told 
them to keep their hands off the primaries. 

“What do they have them for if we 
ghouldn’t use them?” asked one of the 
women. 


Use Them, Says Mrs, Funk, 

„Use them., said Mrs. Funk. The only 
way under the law of Illinois that a woman 
can express herself in the matter of nomi- 
nations is through the mechanism of some 
political party. A great many interested pol- 
iticlans have advised the women voters not 
to vote at the primaries. The only reason 
they give is that the women might later de- 
sire to sign a petition of some candidate run- 
ning independently. 

„ personally indorse the abolition of the 
party circle in municipal elections and judi- 
cial elections, but the legislature has refused 
to enact such a law and we are facing cond!- 
tions as they are. Nonparticipation in the 
primaries means that we are not using the 
franchise.” 


Tells of Philippines. ; 

B'shop Samuel Fallows told the members 
of the Chicago Woman's club yesterday that 
the Filipino women would soon have the 
franchise. He said that they were more 
progressive than the men pnd thai they were 
almost universally in favor of the careful 
sducation of their children. Bishop Fallows 
praised highly the occupation of the Phil- 
ippines by the Un'ted States government 
and said that the United States is 100 years 
ahead of any other nation in its colonization. 
work.

A bill to estab- 
lish a municipal court in St. Louis and 
in Kansas City was defeated at the last 
session of the Missouri legislature by a 
single vote. Milwaukee has adopted the 
municipal court plan so far as the trial of 
civil cases is concerned.

„Cruising Through the Philippines.” 


The land of the warlike Moros, the most ‘trou- 
blesome subjects of the United States since the 
days of American occupation of the Philip- 
pines, was brought to Chicago in picture and 
story last night by Burton Holmes in his lecture 
on “Cruising Through the Philippines” at Or- 
chestra hall. 

The lecture was the third in the series new 
being presented by Mr. Holmes. In it he de- 
scribed a two weeks’ trip taken by him, in com- 
pany with former Gov. Gen. W. Cameron Forbes, 
through the portion of the Philippines known as 
the Southern islands. It is the islands in this 
group that are largely inhabited by the Moros. 

Sharp contrast between the Moros and the 
civilized Christian Filipinos of Luzon and the 
northern islands. was emphasized in the words 
and pictures of Mr. Holmes. He declared that 
the Moros, unlike their brothers of the north, 
never can be wholly brought into American 
ways of living, and that they will always re- 
main the barbarians of our far eastern posses- 
sions. He also asserted that the Moros, who 
are the fighting men of the archipelago, never 
will tolerate rule by other Filipinos, and that, 
to use the phrase of a Moro datto, the Moros 
will declare war against the other tribes on the 
day that the United States government decides 
to give the Filipinos their independence. 

A humorous portion of Mr. Holmes’ lecture 
had to do with an interview obtained by him 
from the Sultan of Sulu, religious sovereign of 
the Moros, as to the latter’s opinion of George 
Ade. Mr. Holmes said that the sultan's answer 
to this question was. Glad to meet you—I hope 
you are well.” Another feature of interest was 
a motion picture showing the wonders of the 
tropic sea, as photographed through the glass 
bottom of a gasoline launch.

AREN'T you beginning to feel the longing 
to help some one? he minute that the 
icy keenness comes into the air thoughts 
of helping less fortunate people fly into 
our hearts, don't they? ¥

I've always been grateful for the 
weather for that reason. It seems to make all 


of the flowers of loving kindness and help- 


fulness spring up in our hearts just the way 
that the warm spring rains bring. out the 
flowers in the woods. I have sometimes been 
called a sentimentalist. Perhaps I am, but 
feeling like that about my fellow men and 
women has never brought me anything but 
happiness, and I don't see any reason why we 
shouldn't let a little sentiment.into.our hearts 
once in a while in this hurry, scurry, work-a- 
day world. Do you? 

And don’t you, down in your heart, feel a 
longing to help keep some little girl warm 
when you get out your last winter's clothes 
and start in deciding what you'll keep? And 
don’t you often decide on giving away some- 
thing that you could really make good use of 
just because you have a vision before your 
eyes of pinched faces and blue cold bodies?

That's the way that the cold days have al- 
ways affected me. Even when we lived on a 
farm, miles away from town, I used to plan on 
the things that I could share with less fortu- 
nate people when the cold weather came. I 
suppose one reason for that was it seems 80 
much colder in the country we realized how 
cold it must be for the poor people who don't 
have any wood in their sheds. Here in the 
city the janitor has the house good and warm 
for us when we get up, and the cars we ride 
down to our work in are warmed. Our offices 
are comfortable and cozy, and when we have 
to be outdors we're bundled up so we don't 
feel the real iciness of the atmosphere. But 
in the country it didn’t use to be that way. 
The big stove in the kitchen was always 
glowing, but our bedrooms were, chattery cold. 
When we went to town we had to be wrapped 
in endless layers of shawls and our feet rested 
on heated stones, and still we were cold. So 
we truly felt what the cold weather must 
mean to the poor.

But here I am talking on about myself,when 
I have a lovely letter that you'll want to read: 

“I wanted so much thig year to be able to 
do something for the poor. But somehow we 
never seem to have any money left over after 
we've paid all of the bills “ie come up. 1 
have had a feeling for a long time I ought to 
do something: to make life a little easier for 
others. Wasn't it George Eliot that said, 
‘What do we live for if not to make life less 
dificult for others” I'm not sure about whe 
said that, but I am sure it's one of my sin- 
cerest beliefs.

“It hurt me so much to feel I couldn't do 
anything. Then suddenly t idea of earning 
a little money myself came to me. 80 1 de- 
cided I'd try to be a home worker and I'd earn 
money, too. I made warm flannelette night 
dresses. That was about three weeks ago 1 
began to do that. I thought if I didn’t sell 
them I could give them to some poor family. 

“JT did sell them, and I have had a lot of 
orders, and it looks as though I were going to 
be a successful home worker. That makes me 
so happy, because now I can help make the 
winter a little less severe for some one. And 
I have another little plan all figured out. If 
I have a large sale for- my work, may be I 
can hire some poor unfortunats woman to help 
me and in that wav ive her a comferinble 
place to work. And after that maybe 1 can 
find some sort of work for a lot of women to 
do—but of course all of that is the vaguest 
kind of dreaming. 

“I do thank you so much, dear Mrs. Brown, 
for making it possible for me to help make 
life a little less difficult for others this year.”

RUSSELS sprouts, cauliflower, celery 

cabbage, and brocoli are cabbage fla- 

vored’ vegetables which because of their 

size and shape lend themselves to gar- 

nishing and to some sorts of vegetable 
dishes better than their more humble rela- 
tives, but every one of them can be more or 
less well imitated by using the cabbage when 
flavor rather than appearance is taken into 
consideration. 

But even in appearance the tiny Brussels 
sprouts may be imitated with green cabbage. 
It should be blanched or parbolled for fifteen 
minutes, drained and cooled, little balls made 
of its leaves, then arranged closely on the 
bottom of a stewpan, butter, stock to cover, 
and geasonings added, and the whole cooked 
for half an hour. The professional cook will 
make a cover/just the size of the pan ot light 
brown paper, cut a little hole in the middle, 
and cover up his vegetable with it while it 
is cooking. 

Caulifiower very closely resembles plain cab- 
bage unless it is handled carefully and cooked 
with care. It is ordinarily served with white 
sauce, but boiled caulifiower, perhaps what is 
left over, is very delicious and creamy if 
dipped in a batter and fried ejther in deep fat 
or in a very little good oil in a frying pan. 
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PREPARATION OF CAULIFLOWER FOR 
COOKING.—It is commonly cooked whole. 
Trim off all the leaves except one circle of 
the young green ones, and tie in a white cloth

before cooking it in order that it shall not be 
discolored by any scum. Some cooks break it 
up into flowerets before instead of after boll- 
ing it, some only a few times and others into 
very small pieces. 

BOILED CAULITLOWER.— There is consid- 
erable difference of opinion as to whether to 
start-caulifiower to cooking in boiling water 
or in cold water. Experts do both. Probably 
there is less of harshness in a caulifiower less 
than fresh or overripe if it is boiled in cold 
water slightly salted. Use two quarts of water 
to one large head and cook twenty-five min- 
utes. Add a little milk to the water in order 
to preserve whiteness of vegetable. Some like 
the taste better if a tablespoonful of sugar is 
added to the water in which the cauliflower is 
cooked. It must be carefully and thoroughly 
drained after it is cooked. None of the water 
in which it is boiled should be allowed to get 
cold with it or in its flowerets. If the head 
is broken into small pieces as soon as cold 
this will be avoided.

The white sauce in which cauliflower. is 
served nine times out of ten with us may have 
a little nutmeg gftated into it or some finely 
chopped parsley added; but ordinarfly the 
whiter the whole dish is the more it is ad-

Crumbs of very fresh and finely . grated 
bread (the outside of a crisp roll) some- 
times are cooked until brown in a table 
spoonful of butter and turned over hot bolled 
caulifiower immediately before it is served. 
Cold boiled cauliflower not overcooked often is

gon to give it a little more of character. 

CAULIFLOWER AU GRATIN.—Break up the 
boiled caulifiower into small pieces, place them 
in a pudding dish in alternate layers with 
white sauce and grated cheese. Cover the top 
with very fine bread crumbs and bake until 
the sauce bubbles up throngh the bread 
crumbs. To make it richer dot little pleces of 
butter over the caulifiower. .Cheese may be 
grated over the top also if that kind of a erust 
is liked, but it should be melted before the. 
dish ts served, 

FRIED CAULIFLOWER.—Bolled caulifiower 
may be dipped in egg simply and then fried, 
or it may be dipped in a thin frying batter, or 
yet again in à real fritter batter. We make 
small use of these methods for vegetables com- 
pared with other nations and are even preju- 
diced against them.. They do give the veg- 
etable more of substance and of food value. 

CA WER OMELBSBT. — Caulifiower 
chapped up fine with a knife and beaten with 
the egg. for an omelet makes a very good hot 
dish, and any of the vegetable left over may 
be used for this purpose. 

PUREE OF CAULIFLOWER.—For a purée 
the cauliflower must be boiled longer than 
when it is to be used as a vegetable. Thor- 
oug.uly clean a large head -of caulifiower, out- 
ting off the outer leaves but not cutting off 
the stalk, and boil for fifty minutes in three 
quarts of water, one teaspoonful of salt, and a 
halt cupful of milk. Drain and press through 
a sieve into a saucepan, add an ounce of but- 
ter, salt and pepper if necessary, heat for five 
minutes, and serve as a sauce with roast lamb.

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BOARD WARS OVER 
LABOR QUESTION 


School Trustees at Stormy Ses- 
sion Put Age Limit 
at 14. 


SONSTEBY ATTACKS DEAN 


Criticises Sumner for Voting in 
Favor of Permitting Chil- 
dren to Work. 


— 


The question of child labor was respon- 
sponsible for one of the stormiest meetings 
of the school board yesterday since the text 
book matter was thrashed out. 

The board passed a resolution recommend- 
ing that no person under the age of 14 years 
be employed at the work of cleaning or in 
any other capacity in the public schools. 
The resolution was called ludicrous and ab- 
surd by John J. Sonsteby, who sought at 
first to change the age from 14 to 18 and, when 
that lost, from 14 to 16. 


Called Sweatshop System. 

Mr. Sonsteby called the system which 
would allow children under 18 to work in 
cleaning the schools a sweatshop "’ system. 

“Tt isn't right, he said, and comes as 
the result of our square foot system for 
engineers, which is illegal and would be 
stopped if any one brought the matter to the 
courts.

terpret the various provisions of the act: 


QUESTION NO. 17. 

We are incorporated with three stockhold- 
ers, all officers of the company. One is paid 
A salary of $3,000 a year, and two $5,000 and 
$10,000, respectively, on preferred stock. If 
our business should show a paper profit of 
$10,000, which is, in book accounts, merchan- 
dise, and, say, $1,000 in bank, would this com- 
Dany have to pay a tax on the $10,000, we 
Geclaring no dividends? CORPORATION. 


Answer. 

The act provides that corporations may 
Gesignate the end of any month in the year 
as the end of their fiscal year as the an- 
nual period for which they desire the net 
income to be computed. Notice in writing 
of such selection must be given to the 
collector of internal revenue for the dis- 
trict in which the corporation hae ite 
Principal office at least thirty days prior 
to the first of March, the limitation fixed 
by statute for returns of the year ending 
Dec. 31. Corporations designating «a 
fiscal year instead of the calendar year 
must make their returns to the collector 
of internal revenue within sixty days 
after the last day of such fiscal! year and 
must pay the tax to the collector of ſu- 
ternal revenue within 120 days after the 
end of the fiscal year designated. 

If the saiary of the officers of a corpora- 
tion is actual expense the amount is de- 
Guctible from the gross income of the 
corporation; but if the salary of the offi- 
cers is intended to be in lieu of a declara - 
tion of dividends on the capital stock, they 
are subject to a 1 per cent tax as net in- 
come of the corporation, and the amount 
of salary paid each individual officer in 
excess of the personal exemption allowed 
him by law is also subject to the tax of 1 
per cent, and under the law it is the duty 
of the corporation to deduct the tax on the 
amount in excess of the officers’ personal 
exemption at the time such payment 1 
made by the corporation. 

A mere paper profit or capital invested 
in merchandise not yet realized upon does 
not constitute Income unless such paper 
profit can be separated from that out of 
which it grows and be used in commercial 
transactions for the purpose of creating 
independent increase alone or in connee- 
tion with other capital. 


QUESTION NO. 18. 

I own a flat building which rents for $8,800 
per year gross, on which there is a mortgage 
of $12,000 at 5% percent. I also havea salary 
of $2,000 annually. The net income from the 
fiat building. after decucting this interest, 
taxes, insurance, fuel and other costs of 
maintenance, is about $1,100 a year, plus my 
salary, which equals $3,100. I am a married

Answer. 

Yes. Section B. of the act provides that 
in computing the net income of a person 
for the purpose of normal tax., he may 
deduct from his gross income in addition 
to his personal exemption— 

1. The necessary expenses actually paid 
in carrying on his business, not including 
personal, living, or family expenses. 

2. All interest paid within the year on 
indebtedness. | 

8. All national, state, county, school, 
and municipal taxes paid within the year, 
except assessments made upon real es- 
tate of a particular locality on account 
of street improvements, sewerage, street 
grade, or other improvements intende4 
to benefit the particular property included 
in said locality. 

4. Losses actually sustained during the 
year incurred in trade or arising from 
fires, storms, or shipwreck which are not 
compensated by insurance or otherwiss. 


5. Debts due to the person actually as- 
certained to be worthless and charged 
off within the year. No deduction is al- 
lowed for new buildings, permanent im- 
provements, or betterments made to l- 

_ Crease the value of any property or estate. 

6. The amount upon which the tax has 
been paid or withheld for payment at ths 
source of income is deductibie. 


QUESTION NO, 19. 

(a) Suppose a man and wife each have sep- 
arate incomes, neither of which amounts to 
$3,000, but both together exceed $8,000, should 
the husband make return for both, or should 
separate returns be made, and how would 
the tax be computed? What would be the 
exemption? 

(b) Where a corporation is liable and pays 
the corporation tax are the stockhoiders 
liable to be taxed on dividends received from 
the corporation? 

(c) Suppose a person claims that he has an 
income of less than $3,000 or $4,000, as the 
case may be, and suppose he is suspected of 
having a greater income than he claims, 
can he be required to make the sworn state~- 
ment required of those who are liable to the 
tax, and how? And what would be the con- 
sequence of his refusing to make the state- 
ment, his contention that he is not liable 
fdr the tax being true? 

d) Where a person's only income is from 
salary, the tax on which is withheld at the 
source, how does he obtain his exemption 
on the portion of such income which is not 
taxable? 

(e) By the language of the act each per- 
son subject to the tax imposed by this sec- 
ticn and having a net income of $3,000 or 
over is required to make the sworn return. 
If he is not subject to the tax.“ but has a 
net income of $3,000 or over, must he make 
the aworn return, and, if so, what is the 
penalty for not doing so?

Answer. 


(a) The husband and wife should each 
make separate returns. Each one may 
claim an exemption of $3,000, but only 
one may claim an exemption of $1,000 ad- 
ditional. They must agree between them- 
selves which one shall be entitled to the 
$1,000 additional exemption. 

(b) The amount received as dividends 
by stockholders upon the stock or from 
the net earnings of any corporation, joint 
stock company, association, or insurance 
company which is taxable upon its net in- 
come, is deductible by the stockholder in 
ascertaining his net income for the pur- 
pose of computing the amount of his 
„normal ta of 1 per cent. 

(c) If any person shall refuse or neg- 
bect to file his return on or before March 1. 
the penalty prescribed for such refusal 
or failure is not less than $20 nor more 
than $1,000. This penalty will not be con- 
sidered to be & payment in lieu of the tax. 
Tt will be in addition to any tax which may 
be found due by the collector. 

ch The employé must give to his em- 
ployer a signed notice in writing claim- 
ing the benefit of such exemption to- 
gether with his statement of his actual in- 
come from all other sources and of the 
deductions claimed. The employer must 
file thie notice with the collector as a 
part of the employer's return to the col- 
lector of internal revenue. The person 
filing the statement with the employer 
must do so not less than thirty days prior 
to March 1 of each year, the day on which 
the return of his income is due. 

(d) An unmarried person with a net in- 
come in excess of $3,000 must make re- 
turn to the collector of internal revenue 
as the law provides. A married person 
having an income in excess of $4,000, who 
is entitled to the exemption of $3.000, and 
the additional exemption of $1,000, need 
not make a return to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue. See answer to (c) above.

Our property is in the name of myself and 
wife as joint tenants, but not in common. 
I am, of course, allowed §4,000 exemption. 
Has my wife the right to $3,000 exemption 
also? If not, whom does this property belong 
to and how should the schedule be made?

Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—[{Special. D- 
rections for the payment at the source of the 
income tax on salaries, rentals, annuities, 
premiums, and other emoluments will be the 
burden of the next set of regulations to be 
issued by the bureau of internal re venue. 

A treasury department committee of ex- 
perts is engaged in framing these rules. 
which it is expected will be ready by the 
first part of next week. 

In a general way the principles laid down 
in the regulations for the collection of bond 
interest tax at the source, issued last week, 
will be followed in the case of these other 
emoluments. An employer will be required 
to pay to the government the 1 per cent tax 
on all salaries of his employés which exceed 
f (00 unless such employé file with him cer- 
Uflcates claiming exemptions. 


Employer Taxed on Full. 

If no certificate be filed the employer will 
be required to pay the tax on the full amount 
of the salary, as it will be assumed that the 
employé is claiming his exemptions against 
some other source of income. If a certificate 
be filed the employer will return it to the 
government with the tax on the salary in 
excess of the amount of exemption claimed 
—$3,000 for unmarried and $4,000 for married 
persons. 

A tenant paying rent of $3,000 or more will 
pay to the government the 1 per cent tax on 


A. G. Hoyt Tells Investment 
Bankers Paternalistic Leg- 
islation Does Harm. 


INVESTORS THREAT=NED. 


Assert Each State Should Have 
Committee to Protect Inter- 
ests of Capital. 


Heated attacks on “ paternalistic” gov- 
ernment and on banking methods that thwart 
attempts to have liquid reserve funds marked 
yesterday's session of the Investment Bank- 
ere’ association of América-at the Black- 
stone hotel. 

In addition to the discussion of the federal 
currency problem, which took many of the 
bankers to the Association of Commerce 
dinner, several times talk at the convention 
veered around toward the same vital ques- 
tion. There was a tendeney, however, to 
keep away from that subject until tonight, 
when the convention comes to its climax at 
a dinner. Frank A. Vanderlip of New York 
and George M. Reynolds of Chicago, heads 
of the largest and second largest banks in 
the country, afd also advocates of the two 
principal currency reform measures, will 
come to open debate. 


Denounces Inimical Legislation. 

But leaving the attack on currenéy meas- 
ures to come from other quarters, A. G. 
Hoyt of New York, chairman of the legis- | 
lation committee, delivered a scathing de- 
nunciation of legislation which he said has 
not only injured the legitimate investment 
dealers, but also has impeded development 
of individual states and threatened the do- 
mestic and foreign market for American se- | 
curities. 

He urged imehalf of the committee that 
steps be taken to have in each state legis- 
lature a bill drafting department which | 
would avert similar destructive legislation, 
and then, after announcing approval of such | 
“blue sky legislation as would drive out 
the wildcat promoter, denounced the crude, | 
paternalistic measures adopted in many 
states which would practically destroy the 
good along with the dangerous dealers in j 
investments. 


Sees Danger in Laws. 

“ The blue sky bills,“ he continued, are 
but one manifestation of a tendency in our 
political development which is fraught with 
great danger. I refer to the paternalistic 
idea of regulating by commission or public 
officer, or perhaps by direct legislative en- 
actment, almost every 6p of business ac- 
tivity. There is no doubt that much good 
has been accomplished by some of the regu- 
latory laws, byt in this country we have the 
dangerbus habit of going to éxfremes and it 
we proceed much further with our policy of 
restricting busthess and with limiting the 
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the amount unless the landiord files with 
him a claim of exemption. which the tenant 
then will forward to the collector, together 
with the tax on the excess. 

The internal revenue bureau has been in- 
undated with letters asking explanations of 
the regulations already issued for the collec- 
tion of the interest on bonds and other obil- 
gations at the source. The regulations were 
intended to interpret the law, but the de- 
partment now finds it necessary to Interpret 
the regulations. 


Exemption on Principal Source. 

Many inquiries are from taxabie salaried 
employés who possess a few bonds. They 
are puzzled as to the procedure to follow 
in claiming their $3,000 or $4,000 exemption. 
The unofficial advice of the department to 
such taxpayers is to file the éxemption claim 
against the principal source of income. 

Take the case of an unmarried person 
with a salary of $5,000 and an income of 
$300 from bond interest. He is advised to 
file his $3,000 exemption claim with his em- 
ployer and to file none against the bond in- 
come. He then will be taxed at the source 
of the excess of his salary and on the bond 
interest. Then, in his personal return to 
the government, allowance will be made for 
the exemption and payments at the source 
and he will pay the tax on any other source 
of income not 80 accounted for. 

The reason for prohibiting banks from 
withholding and returning the tax on obli- 
gations except when unaccompanied by cor 
tificates of ownership was explained by de- 
partment officials. This was done in order 
to simplify the process of collection at the 
source. 


Rules Against Spoils Sy:tem. 

A declaration that the spoils system Will 
not be allowed to rule in the appointment 
of deputy internal revenue collectors, re- 
moved from civil service regulation by con- 
gress, was made today by Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Osborn at the direction of 
President Wilson 

The experts who devised the regulations 
had visions of what would happen when the 
Pennsylvania railroad puts out its contem- 
plated billion dollar bond issue. It was 
deemed simpler and less expensive to re- 
quire the Pennsylvania and other bond is- 
suing corporations to pay over the tax and 
then settle with the bondholders. 


FAVOR FEDERAL CONTROL

Members of National Association of 
Commissioners Say There Should Be 
Limit on Amount Provided. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—The National 
Association of Railroad Commissioners to- 
night adopted a report of the committee un 
railway capitalization, recommending rigid 
federal and state supervision of the issuance 
of stocks and bonds of utility and railroal 
éorporations. The report recommended: 

That there be limitation dy law of the 
purposes for which the issue of stocks and 
bonds shall be permitted. 

That authority be given te commissioners 
to see to it that the proceeds of the sales of 
stocks and bonds are devoted te the purposes 
for which they are issued. 

That no stocks or bonds be issued with- 
out the positive approval of the commissioncr 
after full investigation. 

That power be given to the commision to 
impose such conditions upon the issue as way 
be necessary.

“ The forelgner's past investments have not 
turned out as he believes he had a right to 
expect.

But profits and dividends have not grown. 
In fact, the profit on the unit of output has 
declined. On account of an excess of regula- 
tion and of restrictive laws, as the ‘ full 
crew bills,’ divideads have not increased pro- 
portionately to the increase in business, and 
the foreign investor feels in a way that 
he has been cheated out of the profits which, 

in view of the judsrment he exercised and 
the risks he incurred, he had a right to ex- 
pect. He is therefore turning from us to 
South America, to his colonies, and to other 
foreign fields in seekirg profitable employ- 
ment for his capital. 

“ American investors share something of 
the feeling of the foreigner. Corporation 
financing, particularly for the railroads, is 
becoming increasingly difficult and expen- 
sive. 


Encouraging View of the Future. 

“ As far as the future ls concerned we see 
one encouraging outlook. Sentiment seems 
to be slowly changing Such states as Texas, 
here a few years ago restrictive legislation 
was particularly popular, have come to rec- 
ognize the necessity of attracting capital by 
fair and liberal laws and policies. We see 
evidences of changing sentiment in other 
states. 

“Many commissions empowered to fix 
terms under which securities may be issued 
have recognized existing conditions and have 
authorized their sale on attractive terms. 
There seems to be a tempering of the radical 
tendencies in many directions; and if the 
outlook cannot be called bright, we may at 
least regard it as hopeful. 

„ believe the legislative committee during 
the coming year should direct its energies to 
some extent toward the creation of a more 
liberal sentiment toward the rights of capi- 
tal.

SIZZLING ATTACK 
ON CURRENCY BILL 


Tells Financiers and Business 
Men Government Confuses 
Two Branches of Banking. 


DUE TO WALL STREET AGTS 


( 
Asserts Pending Measure Will Not 
Touch Private Institutions 
Which It Aims At. 


TAKES SLAP AT SECRETARY BRYAN 


Asserting the government has confused 
two entirely different branches of banking 
and proposes to make the national banks 
suffer for abuses with which only a hand- 
ful have had any connection, David R. For- 
gan, president of the National City bank of 
Chicago, yesterday made a sizzling attack 
on the pending currency bill. 

To 700 Omembers of the Association of Com- 
merce and the Investment Bankers’ asso- 
ciation of America, invited in a body to the 
commerce body's luncheon at the Hotel La 
Salle, he declared the business interests 


Would be the first to suffer. He said the bill 
would cut deep into the resources of the city 


banks, 60 per cent of whose total deposits 
now come from the country banks, and in 80 
doing would reduce by the same degree the 
amount available for commercial loans. 


Due to Wall Street Banks. 
The whole situation, he said, was due te 


, confusion of national bank operations with 


those of the big private institutions in Wall 
street, acting as promoters and dealers in 
stocks. With them, he confessed, are asso- 
ciated “a few” big New York banks. 

Mr. Forgan attacked the theory of un- 
equal credits, expressing regret that Presi- 


dent Wilson holds to it, and asserted that 


on the contrary the banks are seeking every- 
where to sell credit and competing with each 


other in that entérprise, 


Following the strong indorsement of the 
bill as a whole by John V. Farwell, president 
of the National Citizens’ league Mr. Forgan 
told the assembly that the bankers have been 
misunderstood, and that in reality they are 
almost unanimous in favor of the bill—in 
principle and as a whole. It wae to certain 
features they take exception 


Objects to Coercive Method. 

“They object to the coercive method of 
the bill,” he said. “ No financial tmprove- 
ment should be brought about in that way. 
And they object to ‘taxation without rep- 
resentation,’ contributing the whole of the 
capital stock of the new federal reserve banks 
and all the deposits except government de- 
posits. 

“Now, when the framers of this bill- 
Senator Owen. Mr. Glass. and others—advo- 
cate this bill and make speeches about it 
they give an entirely wrong impression of 
our business. They talk as if the banking 
business was guilty of abuses, requiring that 
the management and control of it be taken 
out of the discredited hands of the bankers, 
and put into the Sands of the government. 


Two Kinds of Banking. 

“Now, bankers resent thet kind of talk. 
I wish you to pay particular attention to 
what I am going to say. There are two dis- 
tinct kinds of banking There is, first, in- 
vestment banking. That is the banking 
which supplies capital in large or sma)! 
amounts to corpc rations in the form of stock 
selling. stock promoting, or supplying long 
dated loans to corporations or to municipal- 
ities, in the form of bonds. That investment 
banking is in the hands of private bankers, 
and not chartered bankers. and the leading 
houses are naturally in Wall street. They 
are under no kind of national or government 
supervision. 

Now, then, on the other hand, there its 
commercial banking. Commercial banking 
does not supply capital to the borrower, but 
it augments capital by temporary short time 
loans, at different seasons of the year, to 
every firm, individual, or corporation that 
has relations with it, and that requires it 


Wall Street Banks E:cape. 

“ Yet every time these advocates of this bill 
get up and make speeches, what have they 
in mind? Abuses, or supposed abuses, of in- 
vestment and promoting banking; and then 
they turn ound and fight and vote for a 
bill that does not touch investment or pro- 
moting banking, but that does force all the 
commercial banks in the country—or at least 
in a national system—to do certain things 
that they do not want to do. 

“Now, to be perfectly fair, it is quite true 
that there is some connection between these 
private bankers in New York and the com- 
mercial banks. There is in a few cases. Na- 
tional banks cannot participate in the float- 
ing Of stocks; there are forbidden by law to 
do that; but they can and do participate in 
the large flotations of bonds. But there its 
nothing in the bill wh'ch forbids that, and ‘t 
would be 4 great pity if there were; for it is 
a perfectly proper thing for national banks 
to do. And of all those that do it are only 
a few of the larger ones. 


Takes Slap at Bryan. 

Mr. Forgan pointed out that of the total 
deposits in Chicago's big national banks to- 
day 00 per cent are country bank funds. To 
give up that, he said, “ we squirm just a lit-

Hardest Battle in 1904. 

Im 1004 one of the hardest and closest 
fought games in the history of annual clashes 
between the two teams resulted. The game 
ended ina 6 to 6 tle. This contest was even- 
ly fought throughout, and the element of 
luck was equally divided. IIlinols was 
first to score, when Rothgeb gathered in a 
fumbled ball and sprinted for a touchdown. 
Shortly afterward a Maroon player did the 
same thing, and the teams left the field with- 
out either having a decided advantage. 

Chicago then won every game until 1910. 
when Otto Seiler, one of the best field goal 
kickers ever developed ia the west, booted 
the Illini to a 3 to 0 victory. The game was 
played at Urbana during homecoming week, 
and Illinois’ victory and the scenes which 
followed the game still are fresh in the minds 
of those who saw the struggle. 

Chicago won the 1911 game and captured 
last year's struggle, 10 to 0. Lilinois’ worst 
defeat was in 1906, the first year of the for- 
ward pass. The Orange and Blue team was 
beaten, 68 to O. Chicago's most disastrous de- 
feat was in 1901.

| LATEST WALL STREET GOSSIP | 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—[Speclal. I— The sensitive- 
ness of the international money situation was 
made decidedly apparent today in the uneasiness 
of the market at London regarding a possible ad- 
vance in the Bank of England rate tomorrow. 
Movement of private discounts at London indi- 
cated that such an advance wa sa strong poss!- 
bility. The continued loss of gold at London 
with New York entering the field as an added 
factor .was directly responsible for the expecta- 
tion that the bank might act tomorrow. 

The opinion was advanced among preminent 
international bankers here that if the bank does 
not raise its rate tomorrow it will be compelled 
to in the near future if it wishes to protect its 
gold. Such advance by the Bank of England 
would offset and more than Offset the effect of 
the reduction in the Bank of Germany rate on 
Monday. 

The immediate likelihood of an English advance 
tomorrow is evidence that from the Internationa! 
viewpoint the reduction in the German bank rate 
was not an example of conditions that prevailed 
at the two other great financia) centers, Paris and 
London. Late cables today evidenced less expecta- 
tion that an advance in the English bank rate 
would be made tomorrow, and held out the en- 
tirely peculiar possibility, for rent times at least, 
of England getting gold from Germany. 

— 

Interest in the Bank of England rate is of con- 
siderably more importance to the market here at 
this time than at most times of the year. The 
movement in the home money mariret is directly 
connected with it. Call money today in its ad- 
vance of 5% per cent touched the highest mark 
of the fall season, due lart ely. no doubt, to prepa- 
rations for the first of the month payments and 
some shifting of accounts made today. 

The movement of discounts abroad acting di- 
rectly in the market here was illustrated tn the 
fact that the advance in private discounts at Lon- 
don today resulted in the broad intimation that 
shipment of the 62.000 0°O gold engaged in London 
on Tuesday might be delayed as the reeult, and 
also that it might not be accomplished at all. 

The sharp advance in the rate for sterling ex- 
change here appeared to indicate delay in bring- 
ing over the gold. The immediate response in the 
English rates to the efforts of New York to obtain 
gold makes it practically asevred that with any 
extensive demand made by New York upon Lon- 
don there would be caused much derangement in 
the international situation. In other words, there 
appears to be in the present gold importation epi- 
sode the clear intimation that New York will have 
@ifficulty in getting gold from London and that it 
cannot do so without moving up rates. Firmer 
rates here for the end of the year seem to be prom- 
ised. 


— 


Again the market advanced during the day only 
te lose more than its gain before the close. Part of 
it was recovered in the last few minutes of trading. 
The money situation bad its interpretation in this 
movement. The upwerd impulse that le moving in 
the trading dally seems to meet restraints that 
delay and obstruct until the true character of the 
trend of fundamental Influence in the market seems 
to be lost in the restless uneasiness. There was 
in the general upward ewing through the list in 
the morning an evidence of the effect of increased 
belief that an advance in freight rates is a more 
promising outlook. The gain and steadiness in 
Pennsylvania appeared particularily significant. 

—

NEW YORK STOCKS 
DROP STILL LOWER 


Reaction Toward Closing Car- 
ries Issues Below Levels 
of Previous Day. 


MONEY MARKET FACTOR 


Mexican News and Slack in the 
Steel Trade Also Discour- 
age Traders. 


New York, Oct 29.—Quotations of the prin- 
cipal stocks were carried up a point or more 
in the forepart of today’s session, but the 
market turned heavy in the afternoon. The 
reaction in many cases brought prices under 
yesterday's close. 

Conditions in the money markets here and 
abroad figured prominently in determining 
the temper of speculation. In London pri- 
vate discounts were higher, following the 
engagement there of gold for New York 
yesterday. 

No further engagements of gold were 
looked for at this time, and the belief was 
expressed by international bankers that th: 
Bank of England directors would not fee 
it necessary to increase the rate, at least in 
the present week. 


Call Loan Rates Advance. 

In the home market call loans were re- 
newed at 4 per cent, an increase of half. The 
rate rose later to 5% per cent. Preparatio 1, 
for November dividend and interest pay 
ments, and the continued flow of currency 
to the interior, influence the trend of the 
money market. 

In London, American stocks were depressed. 
There was some selling here for foreign account. 
Restriction of funds in this market for specula- 


tive purposes also exerted an unfavorable in- 
fluence.
